,Bpanth^ ann P^esidqflt Clittroa 
and RepuDlicen congressional 
leaders sparred anew Tuesday 
ever whcihcr to renim the wind- 
fall to taxpayers or bank the 
. money for fixing Social Security. 

Surrounded By Vice President 
Gore and leaders of his economic 
team, Clinton strode into the 
Rose Carden to announce that his 
odministradon’s budget experts 
expect the govemmenr's books to 
be a record 539 billion in'lhc 
black this fiscal year — compared 
with a predicted $10 billion 
dcHde the last time the numbers 
were calculate in February. 

The bounty was caused by the

the economy, which resulted in a

But if j'ou’re the trustees of the Albert- 
son Foundation, selecting projera t^t 
truly will improv’e Idaho education is a 
diallenge. 

A suggestion: Dedicate some of the 
mone>* to a carefully targeted program 
of construction challenge grants to help 
spools imprm-e their ragtag physical fa- 
cilities. 

The JA. Si Kathiyn Albertson Foun- 
dation is a unique resouree for Idaho ed- 
ucation. Last year’s S660 million dona- 
tion from Kathryn Albertson made the 
• foundation the nation’s 33rd largest. The 
bull market e.\pands that endowment 
dai!>’. 

Let’s put the foundation’s econormc 
clout into perspertre. The entire state 
budget for education this >-ear is just un- 
■ der S800 ifrillion. Yet most of that mon- 
ey is perpetually locked into routine 
spending. In a ti^t budget yean the Al- 
bertson Foundation might have more 
discretionary re\*enue for schools than 
the Leg^^ture does. 

The foundation’s jx)tential is not jet 
widely understood. But within educa- 
tion tmcles, everjene with a project to 
promote is lining up to court its la^esse 

The danger for die foundation is that 
its enormous potential could be squan- 
dered on s-pending that benefits educa- 


with the Legislature and. with Idaho 
businesses. The foundation’s money _ 
shouldn’t be used to replace state funds, 
but to enhance targeted goals. 

One such goal - the one .we’d like to 
recommend — is replacement of worn- 
out s^ool buildings. Idaho’s S700 mil- 
Uon construction backlog is barely budg- 
ing, because Idaho relies on property 
taxpayers to cany theload.

school at Hunter College in New Yorlc 
She traveled to her first duty station, 
Pearl Harbor, by ship.in 3944. On that 
ship were 300 Waves and 3,000 smlors. 
At Pearl Harbor, Vinyard opened a 
Wave commissary. She typically cooked, 
for around 75 to lOO people. 

"Usually we got plenty of notice. 
Vinyard said. 

But occaaonally, a ship would dow at 


the last minute and Vinyard would have 

■ 200 to 300 extra people to feed with only 
about with 20 minutes notice. 

Vinyard learned the basics-of cooking 
from her mother. family moved to 
jcirome when she was about 7. She grad- 
uated from Jerome Hi^ SchooL 

When World War U was over, 
Vinyord's tour of duty ended. In 1946, 
she married an Anny man. They bad a 
family, and Vinyard stayed home with 
the children for many years. Eveoiualiy, 
she grew restless to cook again.

job with the Rogerson restaurant and 
cooked for them for about 25 years. She 
retired .at age 62.

“With today’s agreement, the 
vrAA-i< npeninp doors for him- 
dreds of students each year who 
want to go to college and play 
Hxirts," Acting Assistant Anomey 
Ccneral Riii iJuui Lee told a news 
conference. - 

"Man jryour^Amerlcaiis dream,'"

But for hun- 
dreds of stud«ts aooss the coun- 
try that dream has not come true, 
because they learn differently 
from their peers," Lee said.
